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Morris men enjoy the Hop Festival atmosphere which drew thousands of revellers at the weekend

DELIGHTED organisers say 
30,000 revellers took to the streets 
of Faversham at the weekend to 
celebrate the annual Hop Festival. 

The event - the largest street festival in 
Swale - is a celebration of the town’s long 
brewing heritage and focuses on recreating 
the atmosphere of the impromptu gatherings 
which took place during the hop harvest in 
years gone by. 

This year folk-rockers Folia, from Belgium, 
and the Prague Castle Orchestra, based in the 
Czech Republic, gave the event an internation¬ 
al flavour. But morris sides, and pearly kings 
and queens, ensured it retained its traditional 
English feel. 

Dave Rannie, of the Long Man Morris Men 
from Sussex, said: “This is such a celebration of 
English culture. No-one knows how morris 
dancing originated, but it’s unique to this 
country and we’re proud of it.” 

This year’s festival, the town’s 19th, saw 
stages for music in the town centre. Many 
pubs also put on music to commemorate the 
days when the hop harvest used to be brought 
in by hand. 

During hop-picking’s heyday in the 1920s 
and 1930s about 100,000 Londoners and many 
families from Kent took to the hop gardens, 
combining a chance to earn some cash with a 
holiday in the country. 

Cllr Gerry Lewin, Swale council’s portfolio 
holder for culture, said: “We’re proud that visi¬ 
tors were able to enjoy a fantastic programme 
of live music and great street theatre for free 
at the Hop Festival.”

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Jail for 'junkie' 
who stole from 
work to fund 
shopping habit

A BOOK-keeper who was 
addicted to shopping “like a 
junkie to heroin” stole from 
her employers to buy the 
husband she met on holiday 
a new car and house. 

Hayley Mwemi-Harris, 25, who 
worked for specialist building firm 
RJ Parry and Sons of Faversham, 
stole £311,806 during a four-year 
period ending in mid-2008. 

She was able to continue her thiev¬ 
ing spree because she was the only 
person in the firm who knew how to 
work the accounts computer. 

Mwemi-Harris married hotel bar¬ 
man Brian Mwemi last year and 
spent £50,000 buying him a car to 
use as a taxi and renovate his run¬ 
down flat near Mombassa. 

But this week a judge at 
Maidstone Crown Court sent her to 
prison for three years. 

Mwemi-Harris previously admit¬ 
ted three charges of obtaining money 
by deception and one of fraud, and 
asked for 43 other offences to be 
taken into consideration. 

Mwemi-Harris began cooking the 
computer accounts in 2004 and 
wouldn’t have been caught but for 
boss Richard Parry noticing an odd 
debit on his personal account. 

The fraud was discovered just as 
Mwemi-Harris returned from her 
latest holiday in Kenya. 

When confronted by police, Harris 
admitted she’d inflated her wages, 
used credit cards in the name of 
employees who’d left the firm, and 
used credit cards in her name to buy 
plasma TVs and laptop computers.

She bought clothes on a lavish 
scale over the net from designer 
firms like Abercrombie and Fitch. 

When police raided her home in 
Hyde Place, Aylesham, near Canter¬ 
bury, they found piles of unworn 
designer clothes and shoes. 

Jo Cope, prosecuting, said: “Mr 
Parry thought the company was los¬ 
ing money because he had underesti¬ 
mated a contract.” 

The firm is on a sound footing now 
after winning work from celebrities 
like Mick Jagger and advertising 
company Saatchi and Saatchi. 

James Harrison, defending, said 
Mwemi-Harris had an obsession 
with shopping: “She had a compul¬ 
sion to shop like a heroin addict 
needs a fix.” 

Sentencing her, Judge James 
O’Mahony said Mwemi-Harris acted 
out of greed and selfishness. 

He said: “In a time of recession you 
took money out of your firm’s pocket, 
jeopardising the futures of the people 
who worked there.”

Teen driver charged 
over road crash death 

POLICE have charged a teenager 
with causing death by dangerous 
driving following an accident in which 
a girl died earlier this year. 

Aaron Kingsley, 18, from Faver¬ 
sham, was at the wheel of a Land 
Rover Discovery which crashed on 
Rheims Way in Canterbury on 
Saturday, April 4. 

Sophie Harrison, also 18, a student 
at Faversham’s Queen Elizabeth 
Grammar School, was a passenger in 
the vehicle and later died from her 
injuries. The teenager was among a 
group travelling into Canterbury to 
catch a coach to London for an 18th 
birthday celebration. 

Kingsley, of Sheerways in Faver¬ 
sham, will appear before Canterbury 
magistrates on Monday. 

Rapid response from 
police prevents rave 

AN ILLEGAL rave planned in woods 
was halted by police who swooped to 
stop the event before it had started. 

Following reports from residents of 
people gathering in Perry Wood in 
Selling, just outside Faversham, 
patrols responded quickly and found 
around 30 people in a woodland area 
with sound and lighting equipment. 

The revellers were directed to leave, 
and officers remained there to turn 
away further cars. The event was sub¬ 
sequently closed down and everyone 
left peacefully.

AN AMERICAN ship packed with 
unexploded bombs, which lies on 
the seabed off Sheppey, has been 
disowned by the US Government. 

The SS Richard Montgomery carries enough 
explosives on board to devastate the north Kent 
coastline and force a tidal wave up the Thames 
and into London. 

But it was officially salvaged in 1948, accord¬ 
ing to documents which have been unearthed 
by an investigator. 

The Second World War “Doomsday Ship” still 
poses a threat to Sheemess, Sittingboume, 
Faversham, Medway and Southend in Essex, as 
well as shipping in the Thames Estuary. 

Salvaged 

The mystery was uncovered by filmmaker 
Colin Harvey as he researched a movie called 
The Wreck about the liberty ship which sank 
with its deadly cargo in 1944. 

“It was astonishing,” said Mr Harvey. “I found 
out that a man named Colonel Henry Hull 
MacKechnie - who was a member of what was 
then Sheemess urban district council - had writ¬ 
ten to the Americans about plans to put up tele¬ 
scopes and a plaque so people could view the 
wreck as the superstmcture is visible at low tide. 

“This was in the 1960s and he got a letter 
back saying the wreck was salvaged in 1948, 
which is blatantly untrue. 

“I can only think the salvage company had

conned the US Government and stated the work 
had been carried out when quite clearly it hasn’t.” 

Checks are carried out annually on the state 
of the ship and its explosives, which include up 
to 3,762 tonnes of TNT, as well as highly 
inflammable white phosphorous. 

Ships negotiating nearby waters need to be 
piloted through and the area is a no-dive zone. 

The ship has remained in place with its spine 
broken for 65 years - but there are now signs it 
is going to break up into four pieces. 

If that happens then the explosives could 
come tumbling out and blow up with the phos¬ 
phorous also thrown into the air and ignited. 

“This would have one of two results according 
to the tides,” said Mr Harvey whose film is cur¬ 
rently selling out all across Sheppey on DVD 
and will soon be available elsewhere. 


“At high tide the force of the explosion would 
be lessened but a tidal wave could be caused 
which may even reach London. 

“At low tide the blast would be much greater 
and would see severe damage and loss of life in 
Sheemess and along the coast from Faversham 
to the Medway towns. 

“To show the effect an explosion could have it 
has been calculated that in order to safely dis¬ 
mantle the vessel, 40,000 people would need to 
be evacuated for a period of six months.” 

Mr Harvey’s film - subtitled A Disaster 
Waiting to Happen and The Doomsday Ship - 
delves deeply into why the ship sank. 

A US Government spokesman declined to 
comment.

Man charged with 
explosion at house 

A MAN badly burned in a gas explosion 
which levelled a house and damaged a 
neighbouring property has appeared in 
court accused of deliberately causing it. 

Alisdair Gray, 38, is charged with 
arson with intent to endanger life after 
the explosion at the house he shared 
with a former partner in Recreation Way, 
Kemsley, on April 28 this year. 

He was airlifted to hospital by Kent Air 
Ambulance after the blast blew out the 
outside walls of the house and caused 
major damage to property next door. 
Firefighters were unable to rescue a dog. 

The court heard the prosecution had 
not objected to bail when Gray, of 
Minterne Avenue, Sittingboume, 
appeared at Maidstone Magistrates 
Court on August 22. 

After a brief hearing at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Friday, Judge James 
O’Mahoney agreed to continue Gray’s 
conditional bail. 

He is due to return to the court on 
October 30 to enter a plea to the charge. 
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Car parking 
profits set to 
miss target 


Desperate plight of 
kids in Malawi was 
the spark for charity 


LABOUR councillors have 
expressed concern over a projected 
shortfall of £100,000 in Swale coun¬ 
cil’s income from car parking. 

The council has blamed the cash 
deficit on the effects of the recession 
gripping the UK. 

But the Labour group say deci¬ 
sions taken by councillors have not 
helped the situation. 

Cllr Simon Clark (Lab) said: “Of 
course the recession will play a part 
in the drop in car park income, but 
there have been other local deci¬ 
sions taken which have not helped. 

“Some car parks have been 
changed from long stay to short 
stay, which has increased the cost of 
parking for residents and visitors. 

“Car park charges are increased 
every year with the now added and 
unwelcome introduction of charg¬ 
ing to park on Sundays.” 

But Cllr Mike Cosgrove (Con), 
Swale council’s executive portfolio 
holder for performance and finance, 
learning and skills, said: “The reces¬ 
sion is putting pressure upon all 
councils and Swale is not exempt. 

“Car parking income is projected 
to decrease over the year, but at this 
stage we cannot predict what the 
final amount may be.” 


WHEN engineer Elspeth Baecke saw 
the plight of Malawi’s street children 
on Comic Relief, instead of just 
making a donation she decided to 
swing into action. 

That was in 2003 and now she 
runs a one-woman charity to build 
special orphanages for kids on the 
streets because their parents have 
died, or because there are too many 
mouths to feed. 

Elspeth, 53, from Sittingboume, 
raises the money or dips her hand in 
her pocket to keep her first home 
running. 

In Africa, her Smile Malawi charity 
employs 20 helpers and she’s looking 
to expand their work. 

She said: ‘When I saw the chil¬ 
dren’s plight I was horrified. The 
images smashed me in the face. I 
decided to go there and see what I 
could do.” 

Elspeth was able to buy land to 
build on and two years later 11 young¬ 
sters moved in. 

The Malawi Government were 
impressed by her efforts giving her 


vital status as a state-recognised 
organisation. 

She now has 22 children aged from 
four to 14 under her wing. 

To start with it was a daunting task. 

She said: “I was shocked by the 
scale of the poverty I saw. The chil¬ 
dren have nothing but they are 
happy.” 

Her orphanage is self-sufficient. 
Elspeth designed the building and 
installed a generator at the village 
near Blantyre. 

She put in a bore hole so the locals 
could have clean water and employs 
villagers to work at the place. 

Elspeth said: We are the only place 
in the village which has electricity but 
we are working on ways to help the 
local school and clinic. 

When she’s at home in Kent she 
spends every spare moment galvanis¬ 
ing friends and family to help her, and 
raises funds through private dona¬ 
tions. 

She even roped in her son Gavin, 22, 
to design her website www.smile- 
malawi.com.

He was also wanted on suspicion of illegal 
immigration and for alleged counterfeiting 
crimes in Cambridgeshire in 2006. 

The man has been transferred to 
Cambridge, where he faces trial in connec¬ 
tion with the allegations.

NEIGHBOURHOOD police teams 
across Swale have been on their 
bikes talking to children about 
road safety as the new school year 
starts. 

They were among 200 police and communi¬ 
ty support officers across the county taking 
part in a road safety initiative. 

The Faversham, Sittingboume and Sheppey 
officers have been out on bicycles providing 
advice to children who walk, cycle, and take 
the bus or train to and from school. 

As well as giving advice they have been 
handing out reflective wrap straps, high visi¬ 
bility drawstring bags, UV property marking 
pens, plastic bottles and stickers to children 
who make their own way to school. 

The roads policing unit has also been taking 
part in the initiative by conducting speed 
checks around the county in areas identified 
by locals as having problems. 

The neighbourhood team spent time in 
Davington, talking to youngsters about road 
safety. PCSO Hayley Russell said: “A lot of 
children cycle to school, so we’ve been giving 
them advice on general road sense and appro¬ 
priate headwear, gloves, knee pads and reflec¬ 
tive jackets. 

‘We have also talked to them about the 
importance of maintaining their bikes and of 


having effective lights, especially as the 
evenings start to draw in. Hopefully they will 
put into practice what we have said. We don’t 
want to see anyone get hurt.” 

Children said they were happy to take the 
advice on board in an effort to improve safety 
on the roads across Swale. 

Lloyd, 14, will make getting lights for his 
bike a priority. He said: “I ride every day and 


the advice has been helpful. It is good that 
they are trying to make it safe for us.” 

Concerns about speeding in Davington have 
been voiced at Partners and Communities 
Together (Pact) meetings and as a result regu¬ 
lar speed checks are carried out. 

The latest took place in Priory Row as part 
of the road safety initiative. The highest 
recorded speed was 28mph in the 30mph zone.

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BRIGHT IDEA: New low-wattage bulbs will save energy, but some people have health worries 


Hoarder's epilepsy 
concern over new 
low energy bulbs 


AN EPILEPTIC pensioner is 
hoarding more than 30 years’ 
worth of old-style light bulbs 
because she fears energy-saving 
replacements could affect her 
health. 

The 62-year-old, from Sittingboume, who 
wants to remain anonymous, snapped up 
more than 1,000 100-watt bulbs in prepara¬ 
tion for the manufacturing ban that came 
into force last week. 

She says the new compact fluorescent 
bulbs, which the European Union is asking 
member countries to switch to, could have 
serious implications for people with light- 
sensitive medical conditions like hers. 

“I suffer from TV epilepsy, which means I 
can’t get near any screen or anything that 
flickers in any way,” she said. 

“The first time I realised these new bulbs 
might affect me was when I stood near one at 
a supermarket. It put me in a terrible state 
and I thought I was going to faint. 

“I worked out that if I was unfortunate 
enough to live as long as my aunts did - into 
their 90s - that I would need about 30 years’ 
worth of the old-style bulbs for each room. 

“I have more than 1,000 now. It’s cost me 
about £250, but it’s worth it.” 

Energy-saving bulbs only require 20 to 
23W of electricity to generate the same 
amount of light as a traditional 100W bulb, 
but the fluorescent light produced has been

linked to migraines and an increase in the 
risk of seizures for epilepsy sufferers. 

They also take a while to reach their full 
brightness, which the Sittingboume hoarder 
believes could also lead to further problems. 

She said: “The NHS might find itself hav¬ 
ing to deal with an increased number of falls 
because the bulbs aren’t bright enough to 
light the way. It might also lead to depression 
because rooms will look gloomier.” 

The Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs (Defra) said it was working 
closely with organisations representing the 
36,000 people in the UK who have a “special 
health interest”. It added that EU health 
experts “concluded there is not enough evi¬ 
dence to suggest modem lamps can aggra¬ 
vate epilepsy or migraines”. 

Steve Dawe, of Kent Green Party, said the 
new bulbs were far more efficient and would 
reduce the need to bum fossil fuels. 

He added: “I think there are a lot of myths 
being created about this. The bulbs do take a 
little while to warm up but the light created 
is the same. As for epilepsy, I find this diffi¬ 
cult to credit because I’ve come across no evi¬ 
dence that the lights flicker. 

“Using less power is a key issue in respond¬ 
ing to global warming and these bulbs create 
a win-win situation because while they may 
be more expensive, they save money in the 
long run.” 


MP backs ten per cent carbon campaign 


MP DEREK Wyatt has added his voice to a 
campaign to encourage everyone to help cut 
the UK’s carbon emissions by ten per cent in 
2010. 

The 10:10 campaign, launched last week, is 
aimed at helping individuals, businesses, 
charities and the public sector cut their emis¬ 
sions and save money by making simple and 
practical changes. 

It is part of an overall aim to cut down on 
emissions over the next half a century. 

A new website - www.1010uk.org - has 
been launched to allow people to sign up to 
the pledge, as well as offering tips on how to 
achieve personal targets. 


Mr Wyatt, the Labour MP for 
Sittingboume and Sheppey, said: “I know 
there are individuals and businesses making 
real progress towards reducing their carbon 
footprint, and many are making big cash sav¬ 
ings in doing so.” 

“Contributing to this national priority 
needn’t mean changing your life. It can be as 
simple as buying fruit and veg from local 
farmers, wasting less food or having showers 
instead of baths.” 

“If everyone pulls together we can make a 
real difference, and set the UK on its way to 
achieving the ambitious target of an 80 per 
cent reduction in greenhouse gases by 2050.”

Living in Safety aims to make lives more 
comfortable and secure by helping with 
repairs or adaptations. 

The event will be at the Healthy Living 
Centre, Sheemess, on Friday, September 25, 
from 10.30am to 2pm, and is being arranged 
by the Staying Put group on Swale council, 
which helps people living at home. 

Spokeswoman Susan Hughes said: ‘We 
want people to come along to get free advice. 

“Stands will include help with benefit 
assessments, health information, neighbour¬ 
hood watch, food safety, energy advice and 
much more. People can even find our about 
new activities to take part in, or new clubs 
and organisations to join. 

“Staying Put will be distributing free 
swimming vouchers for the over-60s on com¬ 
pletion of a questionnaire.” 


Kent abuse causing a flap 

ATTACKS on wild birds in Kent are among 
the worst in the South East, according to the 
RSPB. 

Outside London, Kent had the highest 
number of bird crime cases last year, with 22 
wild birds and one bird of prey, a peregrine 
falcon, subjected to attacks. 

Reports include shootings, poisoning and 
nests being destroyed. But this is a drop from 
2007, when 32 incidents were reported in the 
county. Other wildlife crimes in Kent include 
a man reported to have kicked a starling to 
death in Sheemess. 

Tragic PC's charity fund 

THE family of a police officer hit and killed by 
a car as he tried to divert traffic away from an 
accident have raised more than £3,000 for 
charity in his memory. 

PC Phillip Pratt, 26, was fatally injured on 
the A249 at its junction with the A2 near 
Sittingboume, on June 14. 

He was airlifted to the Royal London 
Hospital in Whitechapel, east London, but 
died a short while later. 

A total of £3,466.33 raised at his funeral 
was presented to the Kent Air Ambulance 
Trust by his parents, Ted and Chris, and sis¬ 
ter, Julia Lewis.

Man from Moss Side^O 
is watching over us ^^1 


GANGLAND shootings in Man¬ 
chester’s notorious Moss Side are 
a constant reminder to Mark 
Powell that he made the right 
decision in moving his family 
south. 

In just over eight months as Kent Police’s 
head of major crime, the detective chief super¬ 
intendent has had to deal with just one shoot¬ 
ing in the county - at a holiday camp on the 
Isle of Sheppey - and nobody was hurt. 

Compare that with the almost daily battle 
against gun crime at his previous post in 
Manchester, and it’s easy to see why DCS 
Powell believes our county really is safe. 

He said: “Manchester has attracted the very 
unfortunate nickname ‘Gunchester’ due to 
armed gangs. It was our job to stop young 
men ending up with a gun in their hand or a 
bullet in their head. A lot of them would drop 
out of school and arrive in adulthood without 
basic life skills and no stake in society, so for 
them crime was a viable career option. 

“We ran an anti-gang strategy that brought 
together staff from the police, social services, 
probation and different housing, education 
and youth groups so we could look at getting 
kids back into school and away from the neg¬ 
ative influences. 

“There were plenty of examples where indi¬ 
viduals we worked with moved away from 
gangs and we were able to prosecute mem¬ 
bers who had a big impact on the number of 
shootings. 

It wasn’t uncommon to have more than one 
shooting a day in Moss Side, but we’ve had one 
shooting in Kent since I’ve been here.” 

Despite its relatively low crime rate, there 
were 10,000 fewer offences in Kent in the last 
financial year and that has seen the force rise 
to 18th out of 42 in England and Wales for 
public confidence. Senior officers are now tar- 


There were 10,000 fewer crimes in Kent up until March, 2009, compared with the 
previous 12 months. This week, as part of our A Safer Kent series, we meet DCS Mark 
Powell. He knows the realities of major crime on Britain's streets, having worked in 
Manchester's Moss Side.

geting a top ten place. The Government treats 
public confidence as a major indicator of how 
well a constabulary is performing, so it’s no 
surprise that DCS Powell is annoyed when he 
hears untruths about areas on his patch. 

He said: “I’ve heard Margate described as 
the murder capital of the South East, which 
is really misleading because there have only 
been two this year. London’s murder rate by 
far eclipses all other areas in the region. 

“Part of our challenge is keeping London- 
based criminals out of Kent so we don’t end 
up with the same problems drug supply cre¬ 
ates there, such as turf wars. We don’t have 
that in Kent because we take a robust line 
with drug dealers. As soon as we’re aware 
they’re moving in, we take care of it.” 

DCS Powell has the casework to back up his 
comments, pointing to the conviction of 19 
dealers from London and west Kent who at 
the end of May were jailed for a total of more 


than 40 years. The force also seized class-A 
drugs worth more than £1 million in the first 
quarter of this year alone. 

But it’s not just drugs DCS Powell and his 
team have to contend with. Cash machine 
ram-raids and cash-in-transit robberies are 
examples of the type of serious organised 
crime they work hard to keep out of Kent. He 
said: “Kent has a strong track record of deal¬ 
ing very robustly with organised crime. We 
always ask people to be vigilant but we are 
very well off. Kent is a very safe place to live.” 

FACT FILE 

The Major Crime Department investigates and 
secures conviction of offenders involved in the 
most serious and violent offences. 

Between April and July, this year, the depart¬ 
ment recorded the following successes: 

• 24 kilos of cocaine with a street value of £2.4m 
was taken off the streets of Kent. This also resulted 
in a 12-year sentence for the dealer. 

• A total of £320,000 in cash was seized along 
with assets worth £2m after five people were 
charged over a money laundering network. 

• Police seized a BMW X5 sports car, worth £17,000, 
from a drug dealer. 

• Over the last two-and-a-half years Serious 
Organised Crime Unit investigations have led to 
15 convictions for cash machine offences. Their 
sentences add up to just under 100 years.

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BREAK TIME 

GCSE results put us 
ahead of the trend 

KENT’S students have delivered 
extraordinary success in their GCSE 
results, with grades obtained well ahead 
when compared with national figures. 

Swale was at the forefront of the 
achievements, with both Queen Eliza¬ 
beth’s Grammar School, Faversham, and 
Fulston Manor, Sittingboume, among 
the success stories. But other schools 
across the area noted good scores too. 

A total of 72.4 percent achieved five A* 
to C grades this year, around five per 
cent above the national average, and an 
improvement of 4.8 per cent on last year. 

Nationally the rise in A* to C pass 
rates was only up 1.4 per cent. 

The performance of Kent students at 
age 16 has improved year-on-year since 
1995 and has exceeded the national 
average for the past 12 years. 

In addition, the 51.6 per cent of Kent 
students gaining five A* to C grades 
(including English and maths), is up 1.8 
per cent on last year and has surpassed 
all previous records. 

Outstanding results were announced 
at Fulston Manor, where 51 per cent of 
all students achieved five or more 
GCSEs at C or above including English 
and maths - a ten per cent increase on 
last year’s figures. 

Education chiefs at Kent County 
Council said English and maths are not 
everyone’s strong point and students 
who find these subjects more challeng¬ 
ing are still achieving a GCSE qualifica¬ 
tion, which will stand them in good stead 
for further education or employment. 

The county’s A* to G grades, including 
English and maths, stands at 92.8 per 
cent - more than one per cent ahead of 
the 2008 national average.

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'Booze culture is 
taking over our 
county'warning 


HOSPITALS are being left to pick 
up the pieces of an alcohol culture 
which has taken over the county, 
according to officials. 

Booze-fuelled days and nights have lead to 
soaring alcohol-related admissions in recent 
years to A&E departments in Kent. 

Figures obtained by the Conservative 
Party from the Department of Health show 
numbers have rocketed in the last four years. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust saw the biggest rise, with admissions 
from 2007-08 at three times the rate for 
2004-05. 

This equated to 1,192 people in 2004-05 
and 3,584 people in 2007-08, a change of 
more than 200 per cent. 

A spokesman for the trust said: “People 
coming into A&E having drunk too much 
and getting injured or ill is a problem and 
has been for some time. We are looking into 
these figures.” 

Other trusts in Kent have also experienced 
increasing volumes of alcohol-related admis¬ 
sions. 

East Kent Hospitals NHS Trust saw a 31 
per cent increase, from 4,785 to 6,278; 
Medway NHS Trust had a 25.4 per cent rise 
from 2,140 to 2,683; and Dartford and 
Gravesham NHS Trust suffered a 36 per cent

increase from 1,136 to 1,544. 

James Brokenshire, shadow home affairs 
minister, who obtained the figures, said: “The 
reality of Labour's failed policies on alcohol 
has been communities blighted by drunken 
and loutish behaviour. 

“The police are being stretched in the early 
hours by violent incidents and doctors and 
nurses in casualty departments are being 
left to pick up the pieces.” 

Tony Williams, from the Kenward Trust, a 
Maidstone-based charity for people with 
alcohol or drugs problems, said things have 
definitely got worse. 

“It’s an increasing problem in Kent,” he 
said. “It’s no coincidence that the Kent Drug 
Action Group changed its name to the Kent 
Drug and Alcohol Action Team. 

“This is because alcohol-related incidents 
are on the rise and need to be addressed. 

“Our services are also called on more to 
deal with alcohol-related instances in Kent. 

“And the majority of drug users would say 
a lot of their problems stem from abusing 
alcohol. It is a dangerous drug. 

“After a few drinks you lose your inhibi¬ 
tions and things that would be a bad idea 
when sober, are different. It is a gateway 
drug and leads to other problems.”

IT WAS sod’s law that the day I had a facial

The theory is that different parts of your 
face relate to various parts of your body. 

The facial began with ultraviolet (UV) light 
being shone on my face to show the level of 
sun damage. I was surprised that it wasn’t 
that bad and the therapist said that for my 
age, 28,1 was doing quite well. 

After that, a deep cleanser was applied to 
my face and I was given a lymphatic mas¬ 
sage, which was really gentle and almost 
sent me to sleep.

Tell us a little about the Pets As Therapy charity. 

Pets As Therapy is a national charity founded in 1983. It 
is unique in that it provides therapeutic visits to hospitals, 
hospices, nursing and care homes, special needs schools 
and other venues by volunteers with their own friendly, 
temperament-tested and vaccinated dogs and cats. 

Can you tell us how the charity works? 

There are about 3,600 dogs and 100 cats nationwide who 
take part in the scheme. We take them to schools, care 
homes, hospitals or anywhere else where the presence of 
an animal can bring assistance to people. 

How do they work in schools? 

Well today we are here at Grove Park School, 
Sittingbourne, with our animals waiting for people to 
come up and stroke them or talk to them. 

We work a lot in schools, mainly with pupils who have 
learning or behavioural difficulties. 

How do the children respond to the dogs and what 
benefits do they bring? 

They help the children to communicate if they find that 
difficult. They will come up and stroke to the dog and 
start talking to it. They see it as friendly and unthreaten¬ 
ing with its wagging tail. 

Those children who have communication difficulties 
will relate to the dog in a way they would not do to an 
adult, it helps them express themselves.

He had his own residence, Spade 
House, built by well-known Arts and 
Crafts architect, Charles Voysey, and 
Well’s presence turned Sandgate into 
a literary hot spot by attracting writ¬ 
ers and other famous friends to the 
area. 

His affair with a Cambridge stu¬ 
dent would prove to be his undoing, 


when the scandal became too much 
for respectable Folkestone folks and 
the Wells family left for London in 
1909.

ALTERNATIVE indie outfit Carp¬ 
etburn would never win Britain’s 
Got Talent. 

No, the Medway four-piece would not 
impress sour-faced, flat-topped music mogul 
Simon Cowell, smug former tabloid newspa¬ 
per editor Piers Morgan nor Les Dennis’ ex- 
wife, blub-at-the-drop-of-a-hat actress Am¬ 
anda Holden. 

In fact, the band would probably only get 20 
seconds into their audition before being uncer¬ 
emoniously buzzed off stage for a quick ‘where 
did it all go wrong?’ chat with Ant ‘n’ Dec. 

This is entirely the reason why I quite like 
them and why you should too. 

You see, Carpetburn offer something rather 
different to the polished, pop-driven, dispos¬ 
able drivel served up by these so-called TV tal¬ 
ent search shows. 

Led by frontman and lead guitarist Pete 
Glover, the quartet excels in terms of off-beat 
yet beautiful gems of left-field indie rock. 

Think cult US rockers Pavement but with 
Medway accents. 

Pete’s vocal are, to put it kindly, short of note 
perfect standard, but therein lays a certain 
charm. 

The lyrics are thought-provoking, offering 
three-minute commentaries on tiny fragments 
of life, from relationships to random irritations 
concerning the state of society. 

And then there’s the musicianship. The an¬ 
gular riffs offered up by Pete and fellow gui¬

Having done away with the constraints of 
the simple verse-chorus-verse format, the 
band serve up a plethora of hand-picked 
melodies, crashing rock chords and two- 
minute outros - sometimes all in the same 
song. 

It’s either genius or rubbish; truly 
Carpetburn are the county’s musical equiva¬ 
lent of Marmite.

YOU might not recognise Zooey 
Deschanel, or even be sure how to 
pronounce her name, but the blue¬ 
eyed songbird has been busy wow¬ 
ing Hollywood for a decade. 

Her latest movie, 500 Days Of Summer, was 
a hit at indie festival Sundance earlier this 
year and follows roles in more mainstream 
hits like Yes Man, Elf, and Brad Pitt’s pithily 
titled The Assassination Of Jesse James By 
The Coward Robert Ford. 

Named after JD Salinger’s Zooey (from his 
third novel, Franny and Zooey), acting is in 
Zooe/s blood. Her dad Caleb is an Oscar-win¬ 
ning director and cinematographer, mum 
Mary Jo appeared in Twin Peaks and older sis¬ 
ter Emily is also an actress. 

But Zooey, pronounced ‘Zoe’, has never allowed 
herself to become pigeon-holed by Hollywood. 

Equally intent on pursuing her music career, 
the kooky dresser released her debut album 
last year and sings on several of her movies, 
including performing a cover of The Smiths’ 
Please, Please, Please Let Me Get What I 
Want in 500 Days. 

The film pairs her up with her friend of eight 
years 3rd Rock From The Sun’s Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt, who plays Tom, a greetings card writer 
who falls for his co-worker Summer (Zooey). 

Yet it’s no ordinary boy meets girl tale. The 
film rewrites traditional romcom rules by 
telling the story from Tom’s point of view. 

In a clever reversal of gender roles, Tom is 
the angst-ridden romantic, while Summer 
refuses to be tied down. 

“I hesitate to even say that this is a roman¬ 
tic comedy, because I don’t think it is,” asserts 
Zooey, 29. 

“It’s more of a coming of age story about

romance, but it walks a lot of genre lines. 
‘Romantic comedy’ at this point is used to 
describe a very, very narrow genre that isn’t 
really usually something I connect with.” 

For Zooey, the film’s appeal lay in its unique 
structure and well-written characters. 

“I really loved the characters and the way 
this story was told. In Tom’s mind, Summer’s 
the ideal woman. But she’s just a smart, inde¬ 
pendent, interesting girl. I like the fact that 
Tom’s perspective added a style to the film. 

“She helps him grow because he’s kind of 
stuck in a little fantasy world. He’s not quite a 
real man yet and he needs to be. Summer 
helps Tom become a man.” 

Hollywood has long churned out schmaltzy 


romcoms and, in more recent years, the ‘bro- 
mance’ has also taken off, with the likes of 
Seth Rogan and Paul Rudd sharing their feel¬ 
ings for their male friends. 

Could 500 Days spark of a new wave of come¬ 
dies told from the sensitive man’s point of view? 

“I hope so!” says Zooey. ‘You’d hope that 
along with the progress of women’s liberation 
there has been a progression for men as well. 

“It’s just as relevant to have a film about a 
guy and his first real heartbreak as is it to have 
a film about a woman’s. I think it’s about time.” 

Despite her music passion, acting is important 
- Zooey is teaming up with Danny McBride, 
Natalie Portman and James Franco next in fan¬ 
tasy comedy Your Highness and there’s a Janis 
Joplin biopic waiting in the wings.

JUDGING from what I hear down the

Keeping optimism up 
boosts sale chances 

HOMEOWNERS are regaining their 
confidence in the UK housing market 
with 35 per cent of vendors currently 
prepared to stick with their asking price, 
rather than drop to secure a sale. 

According to new research from The 
Co-operative Bank, a change in attitude 
is taking place among sellers, although 
home buyers are holding back with only 
12 per cent prepared to offer the full ask¬ 
ing price for a property 

The study also reveals 54 per cent of 
people questioned have begun to feel 
more optimistic about the UK housing 
market, with 29 per cent of this group 
noticing positive vibes in the last month. 

The Co-op’s director of retail banking, 
John Hughes, said: “With much specula¬ 
tion about green shoots of recovery in 
the housing market, the findings do indi¬ 
cate that consumer optimism is starting 
to return, although there clearly still 
remains some way to go.” 

In the meantime, homeowners are 
keeping themselves busy with mainte¬ 
nance and developing strategies for a 
sale. The study claims 49 per cent of 
respondents said they would repaint, 
while 10 per cent planned to send away 
pets during viewings. 

A further five per cent were studying 
feng shui and two per cent are borrowing 
a flash car to park in the drive. 

Building on new homes 

HOUSE building in England is on the 
up, with figures from the Department for 
Communities and Local Government 
showing a 63 per cent quarterly rise in 
the number of new starts. 

During the three months to the end of 
June work began on an estimated 
29,980 homes although the figure fell 
nine per cent short when compared to 
the same period of 2008. 

The second quarter of 2009 also saw 
housing completions increase 24 per 
cent to an estimated 39,320, compared to 
the March quarter, up seven per cent 
from a year earlier. 

Private enterprise housing starts leapt 
73 per cent in the June quarter but were 
still 12 per cent lower than a year earli¬ 
er. Private enterprise completions rose 
27 per cent putting on just one per cent 
compared to the same period of 2008. 

On an annual basis, housing starts for 
England continued to decline, with 87,190 
in the 12 months to the end June, down 
41 per cent year-on-year and falling 53 
per cent behind the 2005/6 peak. 

Finally, the year to the end of June saw 
136,140 completion in total, down 16 per 
cent on the previous 12 months.

ACCORDING to the latest figures 
from Nationwide, house prices rose 
1.6 per cent in August, the fourth 
consecutive rise of their house 
price index. 

The average price of a home, according to the 
building society, is now £160,224 with the rise 
underpinned by the low interest rate set by 
the Bank of England. 

The monthly change in house prices from 
July was up 0.2 per cent, with the annual 
decline slowing from minus 6.2 per cent to 
minus 2.7 per cent. Nationwide say the hous¬ 
ing market has been buoyed by low interest 
rates, but warns they will not stay low forever. 

Martin Gahbauer, Nationwide’s chief econo¬ 
mist, said: “The exceptionally low level of 
interest rates offers some explanation for why 
house prices have not repeated the very sharp 
falls of 2008. 

“There are two main channels through 
which the low level of interest rates has 
impacted the housing market. Firstly, mort¬ 
gage payments for existing homeowners, espe¬ 
cially those with tracker or standard variable 
rate loans, have been reduced substantially. 

“In addition to limiting the supply of second¬ 
hand homes, lower interest rates have also 
had an impact on the demand side. Even 
though house prices remain high relative to 
earnings, the fall in interest rates has 
improved the affordability of mortgages for 
those looking to buy a home. 

“While low interest rates have clearly played 
a part in reversing the downward pressure on 
house prices, they are unlikely to stay at the 
current level forever. 

“It is important to keep this in mind when 
interpreting recent price trends.” 

Earlier the British Bankers Association 
showed approvals for mortgages among high 


MORTGAGE lending rose 26 per cent in July 
compared with June, according to the latest 
figures to be released by the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders. 

Gross mortgage lending totalled an estimat¬ 
ed £16 billion in July, 26 per cent higher than 
the £12.7 billion lent by mortgage providers in 
June but still down 36 per cent from £24.9 bil¬ 
lion in July 2008. 

The CML said the latest figures were an 
indication of a modest improvement in the 
housing market over the summer after an 
exceptionally weak winter. 

But mortgage lending is still down on any 
historic comparison; this is the lowest July 


street banks in July were 77 per cent higher 
than a year ago. But housing experts have 
warned unemployment could be the key issue 
to preventing a full recovery of the housing 
market this year. 

Nick Hopkinson, director of Property 
Portfolio Rescue said: “The latest data shows 
that house prices have stabilised recently but 
on ‘wafer thin’ sales volumes, as homeowners 
sit tight amidst wider economic uncertainty. 

“With unemployment continuing to soar and 
securing a new mortgage almost impossible 
for most borrowers, we are likely to see prices 


lending figure since 2001 and £11 billion lower 
than the July average over the previous seven 
years of £27 billion. The CML added that lend¬ 
ing volumes remained consistent with its fore¬ 
cast for £145 billion in gross mortgage lending 
this year. 

The trade body predicted the rise in mort¬ 
gage lending reflected the seasonal trend over 
the summer months as a whole. June and July 
are, typically, strong months in terms of mort¬ 
gage lending because of increased activity 
among potential homebuyers. 

CML economist Paul Samter said: “Most of 
the indices point to house prices rising modest¬ 
ly over the summer months. The CML’s July 


falling back again later this year as the peak 
summer buying season ends.” 

And the National Association of Estate 
Agents said the government must continue to 
aid the beleaguered housing market. 

President Gary Smith said: “Whilst it is true 
that conditions in many areas across the coun¬ 
try remain tough, we must now concentrate on 
how the government and major lenders can 
build on this evidence of new consumer confi¬ 
dence to further consolidate what will no 
doubt be the lynch-pin of general recovery in 
the UK economy.” 


gross lending estimate of £16 billion is the 
highest level in nine months and consistent 
with the rise in house purchase approvals. 

“But the bounce-back in activity from 
the extreme weakness around the turn of the 
year, coinciding with a seasonal bounce, is 
limited in how far it can go against the 
current back-drop. 

“We expect improved sentiment to support 
the market, but a further significant pick-up is 
unlikely with so many obstacles in place. As a 
result, we anticipate some seasonal slowing in 
lending volumes and housing transactions 
over the latter part of the year and the picture 
of a slow but more stable market to emerge.”

£2,000 discount against a new car. 



Suzuki launch luxury 
Swift for '59 plate 


SUZUKI has launched a highly-specified 
version of its popular Swift supermini to 
chase ’59 plate sales. 

The SZ-L limited edition (pictured) is 
based on the 1.3-litre GL five-door model, 
but gains air con, pearlescent or metallic 
paint, 15-inch alloys, side protection 
mouldings, interior carpet mats and 
chrome highlights. 

Heated door mirrors incorporate side 
indicators and are electrically retractable 
when parked. It can average nearly 
50mpg and is priced at £10,250. 

Suzuki has also added a four-door saloon 
(£11,895) to its SX4 hatchback range. 



Caterham Lego builds 
on Top Gear award 


LEGO has immortalised the Kent-built 
Caterham R500 sports car by adding it to 
its Legoland display. 

The car, which is made at Dartford, has 
been recreated at the Windsor theme 
park along with Top Gear presenters 
Jeremy Clarkson, Richard Hammond, 
James May and the Stig, after winning 
the TV show’s ‘Car of the Year’ title. 

Based on the legendaiy 1950s Lotus 
Seven design by Colin Chapman, the 
£38,000 Caterham Superlight R500 
won that award after a giant-killing 
contest, outpacing such supercars as the 
£1 million Bugatti Veyron.

Several eyesores get in the 
way of latest Scenic route 


RENAULT would love us to believe 
that buying its Scenic compact MPV 
implies every journey will be a sen¬ 
sory pleasure - the ‘scenic route’. 

And there is much about the new third- 
generation car to uphold but, as so often 
with the French marque, some scenery jars 
on the senses. 

The cabin on the five-seat version tested is 
spacious, but enhanced by a big glazed area 
and, on our upmarket 2.0 dCi 160 Dynamique 
‘Tom Tom’ model (£20,445), a sunroof to the 
front and a glassy rear roof. 

However, the dashboard is one of the ugliest 
you will see and cabin materials are generally 
off the pace. 

A long hood over an uninspiring and penny- 
pinching centre mounted digital display also 
fails to prevent some reflection on the screen of 
a much-vaunted factory-fitted sat nav, adding 
£350 to the price. 

This system, developed with aftermarket sat 
nav leader Tom Tom to provide an affordable 
alternative to often inferior units fitted by 
carmakers, is a brave effort, but the screen 
is let down by a clunky and unnecessary inter¬ 
face on the centre console - buy a portable

Tom Tom and save a couple of hundred quid. 

The sound system - apart from the excel¬ 
lent steering column mounted controls - is 
also typically and needlessly complicated; 
surely, in this day and age, you should not 
have to refer to the manual just to perform 
the simplest tasks? 

Fortunately though, as with the occasional 
eyesore on a long journey, such niggles should 
disappear with long term ownership and 
familiarity, leaving a better overall view of the 
latest Scenic. 

For the car looks good for an MPV, has a 
wide tailgate for easy loading and the three 
rear seats fold and slide easily, although I did 
receive some earache about the comfort levels. 

Three 12v sockets are arranged to the front, 
middle and rear and a large sliding centre 
console and four under floor lockers add to the 
huge amount of stowage. 

The refined 160bhp 2.0 diesel is also a 
delight, though using its ample power for 
sporty driving reveals a suspension better 
suited to a fully laden MPV than supermini 
antics. 

Prices start from £13,595 and seven-seat 
Grand Scenic versions are available for a 
£1,500 premium.

Nick 
Reeves dropped back to take his place with 
Bradley Spice coming on as a substitute, but 
the Brickies’ cohesion had gone. 

On 63 minutes Aaron Murphy ran at a hesi¬ 
tant Sittingbourne backline and crossed to the 
unmarked Pinnock, who beat Ibrahim from 
close range. 

The Brickies might have drawn level in the
